society has, in the first place, a right 
to be represented in the National 
Federation. As the "Oralist" said, 
the Modern Woodmen recognizes 
the right of each camp to elect de- 
legates. So does the Tilden plan, 
while on the other hand, the Veditz 
plan does not The main question, 
therefore, is representation, which is 
limited in one sense and unlimited 
in another. I beleive I have ex- 
plained this matter several times be- 
fore, and I trust that a surgical 
operation is unnecessary to get the 
idea into the oral cranium. I like the 
word " cipherheaded. " It is poet- 
ical. Form"0" on your fingers 
and it is the crowning glory of Oral- 
ism. 
Hear the oralist further on: 

Would the Modern Woodmen elect Hel- 
en Keller to its highest office, wnen she 
has never taken an interest in them, out of 
foolish sympathy with the idea that her na- 
tional fame could be used to advantage 
by reason of the sympathy end admiration 
of the world for her ?

Consider our isolation ; bow we 
live in the world and yet are not a 
part of it, how we bend under a 
load of ignorance, prejudice and 
misinterpretation. Like other think- 
ers, I look around for a remedy, and 
ask if I have hit upon a wholesome 
suggestion. That is all. 

We are now come to the Willi- 
mansett dessert, which is the climax 
of this very intellectual (?) banquet: 

Here is an acknowledgment from Tilden 
that he has recognized his child.

Months ago the "Oralist" made 
mention in the Silent Worker of a 
letter from the F. S. D., which I 
wanted to see, for the question arose 
as to whether the society officially 
encouraged slurs and attacks on 
ration. I was much pleased 
when the letter was published in 
this journal. 

Agreeable to his cuttlefish nature, 
the " Oralist " did not give the name 
of the author, and I was uncertain 
as to who the correspondent was. 
Tilden actually corresponded with 
Gibson at a time when Tilden' s 
membership in the F. S. D. was 
considered desirable, but as the let- 
ter was the property of the ' ' Chicago 
office," somebody else might have 
written to the "Oralist." The 
above Willimansett dessert sets at 
rest all speculations as to the person- 
ality of the winter.

Gibson can easily spring the 
whole network of duplicity 
double dealing on Tilden, by publish- 
ing the "old letter from that man 
Tilden." Has Gibson done so? 
Why not? Ah, Gibson, the Ro- 
mancer of Chicago, has simply gull- 
ed the "Oralist." As wiser heads 
pointed out, the world is full of 
dupee. 

After reading all my answers, the 
reader must conclude that I wrote 
out of charity, not because I consi- 



dered it expedient or necessary to 
notice the "oralist" vagaries. The 
man's question in the beginning 
was:" Is a Natioual Federatiou 
good or not good? " and the " Oral- 
ist" had rushed in with this affir- 
mation : "It is not good, because a 
fraternal soaiety is good," and ever 
since floundered in all directions. 
If the spot where he jumped in is 
full of quicksand, it is of his own 
choosing.

I do not think so, since there is 
one element that we caunot lightly 
brush aside at Colorado Springs — 
common , deaf-mutes who saw 
wood and say nothing — deaf-mutes 
whom, as somebody has said of 
some other people at some other 
time, God must love so much that 
he made so many of them. 

Was Washington discouraged, 
because there was a powerful and 
wealthy class of subjects known as 
Tories iutreenhed in high places 
and aided by the Crown t 

Was Lincoln discouraged, because 
the South had friends in his own 
Council halls, all arensals in a per- 
fect condition of preparation and the 
moral support of nearly the whole 
Europe ? 

Neither am I. 

' ' She State Associations will meet 
and consider this matter? 

I have seen this language before, 
and am tired of it. 

If the N. A. 1). is already com- 
posed of State Associations, it is 
both legal aud proper for them to 
pass on questions of government of 
that body. 

But at present the N. A. D. is not 
comtiosed that way. It is a demo- 
cratic body, anybody being privileg- 
ed to join it. Then, how the N. A. 
D. can say that it will listen to only 
such societies as it chooses to invite, 
is beyond my understanding. Was 
such a resolution passed at Norfolk ? 
I did not see it done, and there is no 
mention of it iu ths official report. 
Did the idea just " shoot out of the 
head" of the President? If so, he 
or the Executive Committee acted 
with an arbitrariness not warranted 
by law. 

" I like insurance fraternal so- 
cieties, but I acknowledge that you 
in a convincing manner, the 
icy of founding a National 
Federation on a broad basis. " 

That is very well stated. Join 
your fraternal society and give it 
whole souled support, but at the 
same time do as 1 am doing — help 
throw in your energy for the con- 
summation of the project that has, 
for thirty years, been the dream of 
American deaf. That accom- 
plished, we will say : " We have 
done our best. The Federation is 
yours Do with it as your wisdom 
dictates. "

NEW DISPENSARY A SUCCESS. 

New York, March 29. — Dr. C 
C. Duryee, Health Officer of 
Schenectady, N. Y., has just issued 

a eery interesting report for the 
ending October 81, 1908. On June 
21, 190S, the Health Department 
opened a new tuberculosis dispen- 
sary in the Ci'y Ball Annex. May- 
or Van Vbaat, Dr. Duryee and Mr. 
Moffett, Commissioner of Public 
Safety, became very much interest- 
ed in the tuberculosis campaign in 
February of last year during the 
course of the exhibition and meet- 
ings conducted by the S'ate Depart- 
ment of Health and the State 
Charities Aid Association. At the 
close of these meetings, these officials 
conferred with Mr. John A Kimrs- 
bury, of the State Charities Aid 
Association, and a program for con 
tinning the work in Schenectady 
was mapped out. 

It was decided, first, to insist up- 
on the report of eases of tubercu- 
losis. Second, that the Municipal 
Tuberculosis Dispensary should be 
established by the Health Officer in 
the City Hall Annex, and the 
Health Officer was directed to fur- 
nish the Dispensary with all mo- 
dern equipments and to secure t ho 
seivio.es of a visiting nurse. "It 
was decided that the dispensary 
should be conducted with the view 
of determining the exact net 
and actual value of such an institu- 
tion to om city, making such ar 
rangements for the future develop 
meats of the work as is warranted 
by its u.sefuli'i 

The services of Mrs. Katherine 
B. Whitmore were seemed as nurse, 
and the dispensary opened on June 
21. The following physicians were 
appointed as attending physicians 

to the dispensary, all of whom had 

given special attention to the sub- 
ject of luberolosls : Dr. L. A. Gould, 
N A, Pashayan and Peter McPart- 
lon. Duiing the remainder of the 
J'ear the attendance at the dispen- 
sary has been large and has securely 
established the wisdom of the views 
that led to its opening, the transfer, 
from different items of the budget, 

of vatious small amounts sufficient 
for the purpose 

In the development of the work 
of the dispensary it was found that 
many eases were detected in the 
early stages of the disease, not 
alone those who applied for an ex- 
amination, but by examination of 
physicians, members of families of 
Consumptives who had no special 
reason to believe that they were in- 
fected. Different cases were sought 
out and visited by the visiting 
nurse and instructions given 
their care and modern methods of 
prevention. Spit cups, handker- 
chiefs and other means to control 
the spreading of the disease were 
furnished by the dispensary. 

Seventy-nine persons weir 
amined, thirty-seven being diag- 
nosed as tuberculous, sixteen being 
under observation. The average 
age of patients examined was thirty 
one-half years. Out of sixty-eight 
Specimens Of sputum examined 
twenty-eight were found positive. 

The patients have made one hun- 
dred and ten calls at the dispensary- 
after the tirst examination. 

The nurse has made three hun 
dred and fifty-three calls at the pa- 
tients' homes.

A very practical use may soon lie 
found tor the humble and homely 
cornstalk, if the chemists of the 
Him an of Plant Industry have 
reached sound conclusions. These 
learned men intimated that they 
have solved the problem of cheap 
paper without the use of wood 

liber. The possibilities of tbeoorn- 

stalk have been under investigation 
for a long time, anil If it is now 

demonstrable that the Ntalk is a 

practical substitute for wood pulp 

Io the manufacture of paper, two 

problems instead of one may be 
solved. The use of wood pulp has 
resulted in tremendous drains Upon 
the forests resources of the United 
States and Canada, The substitu- 
tion of the liber of the cornstalk 
would relieve the dtain upon the 
forests, and also provide the farmer 
with a market for what has here- 
tofore been regarded us an agircul- 
liual prod not of little or no value. 
The supply of cornstalks for the 
manufacture of papei oughi to be 
equal lo all demands upon it for an 
indefinite period. The com pro- 
duction of the United States has ex- 
ceeded in a good year more than 
1,000,000,000 bushels. We suppose 
the exports of the Agricultural J)e- 
partment at Washington could 
estimate without great difficult how 
many millions <>f tons of cornstalk 
liber could be ob'ained from a com 
crop of 9,000,000,000 bushels 
But until the chemists of the Agri- 
cultural Department have made 
furthet and seaicliing tests, it will 
not be prudent to prophesy the 
early abandonment of wood fiber 
for the manufacture Of paper.

The potato is one of the most 
common and widely used of vege- 
tables. 1 ' grows in damp soil under- 
ground. Bach potato has "eyes" 
which in due time send out shoots 
which form the stems of the plant. 
Starch and other food stuffs are

Potatoes consist mainly of a mass 
Of Cells tilled With Starch and cover- 
ed by a thin corky rind.

The attempt made by Mr. W. L. 
Walker to offer a proposed resolu- 
tion to eliminate the sign-language 
from the school room of the deaf, is 
a way which must be new to many 
persons and not convincing to the 
great majority of those whose minds 
are open to logical argument. 

I hold contrary views to Mr. 
Walker's argument, however, and 
can not see how barring the use of 
the sign-language from the school 
room would affect its use out- 
side. What is the abuse referred 
to, when thousands of deaf-mutes 
to-day are educated as efficiently in 
English by the sign language as any 
oral pupil could be. If this resolu- 
tion is passed, there will be a lot of 
wasted energy ou the part of teach- 
ers that could be pnt to better use 
for the student. As Superintendent 
Hammond says, a motion will con- 
vey in au instant an idea that would 
take hours of hammering for a 
student to comprehend. Mr. A. R. 
Spear, in his spirited article on the 
subject iu the Deaf American, " hits 
the nail on the head," and, as the 
sign language HAS brought the deaf 
to the light of knowledge and has 
created ambition, self-reliance and 
a character in the past, it will do so 
for the future unfortunates. Long 
live the sign language in the school- 
room and out of the schoolroom, 
which has proved such a boon to 
tbe deaf. It is like taking away 
a plaything from a child.

Il in proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Tfaomaa Gallaudet, 
D.D., I»> the erection of a Parish 
Building 1 for Si. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mates. The present church 
i» situated OO 148th Street, just west 
ol Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
lino of the (tivet, to permit, the erec- 
tion of hucIi a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and beacenter 
of religions, and sooial Life amongst 
the /silent peoples. Dr. Gallanoet 
hoped during bis Lifetime to hco the 
erection of thin building, which 

would have completed the church 
with which liiw nairs has always 
been associated. This wan not per- 
mitted, and it i« loggested as a 
moKi fitting memorial to him that 
thin work lie now undertaken. St. 
Ann'l Church i.s need wholly for 
the deal mm 

The new bnllding will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the hi net front and tweuty- 
five feet in depth, il, will be three 
Stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the sooial, re- 
ligions and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutoH of New York. The 
amount required for " The (Jullau- 
del Memorial Parish Bnllding" will 
be about $:i<>,u(H>, and the building 
Itself, in it k position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
Silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
